Bleeding at the nose is quite fre- 
quently among boys, and sometimes 
is difficult to stop. It is common to 
make light of this trouble, but oc- 
casionally serious results and even 
death follow, and it is not wise to 
think little of it in yonrowo case or 
to laugh at another thus affi 
Besides, we should not think that a 
loss of blood is uood for us. There 
are many cures suggested, such as 
swallowing salt, bathing the face in 
cold w,Uor, etc , whioh are of little 
value except to allay one's fright 
until the bice ling slops of itself. 
The true cure is quite simple and 
should be learned in advance. By 
Stopping the flow of blood into the 
nose you slop the bleeding, and this 
may easily be done when you know 
how. 

Two large arteries supply the faVo 
and nose with blood. These ar- 
teries pass upward from the neck, 
across the lower jaw a little back it 
the moth, one on each side. Run 
the thumb and finger across the bone 
of the lower jaw, on either side, and 
you will soon discover the arteries. 
By pressing this firmly where it 
- across the bone, vou will stop 
the How of blood. Thus if the 
bleeding is from tbe right nostril, it 
is necessary only to lind the arteries 
on the right side of the jaw, and 
press the thumb and finger firmly 
upon this until the bleed i UK ceases. 

which will generally be in a mo- 
ment or two. The pressure should 
he continued a short time longer, 
however, in order to give opportu- 
nity to the opening into tie nose 
though which the blood has Bowed 
to contract, otherwise the bleeding 
may begin again after the pressure 
ceases. One can even more I 
perform this service for himself, 
and whim you have learned to stop 
your own nose bleed in this way, 
you will be prepared to do a kind 
act lor BO ne one else.
